Cleveland, Aug. 14.— Fire at an 
Mrljr hour destroytd a temporary 
water works crib two miles out In the 
Iftke, resulting In the death of at lea^t 

10 men, whilf two othus were prob- 
ably fatally Injured. In addition to a 
large number of workmen who were 
In the crib, 11 others were at wdrk in 
tlia tanoel leading from it 200 feet be- 
low at the bottom of the lake. As air 
which was pumped from the crib to 
■vppljr the men working in the tunnel 
was cut off as a result of its destruc- 
tion, It was at first supposed that 
thMM men had all perished. Bubse- 
quently, however, nine of the men in 
the tunnel were rescued after herolr 
work upon the part of their fellow 
workmen. It Is said that two men are 
still In the tunnel, but those rescued 
state that one of these. Victor Kauf- 
man of Canton, is dead. 

Following is a list of dead and in- 
jured: John Martina, drowned; Mike 
Snyder, drowned; Arthur Hasty, 
drowned; Victor Kaufman, Canton, 
suffocated; live men, names unknown, 
bnmed to death. John Lee, broken 
back; O. Draddock, frightfully burned. 

Fire and harbor tugs with rescuing 
parties on board reached the crib soon 
after the flames broke out. but when 
they arrived there, the structure was 
a seething mats of flames and all 
hope of saving It was abandoned. Men 
could be distiiiBuished swimming or 
floating in the water shouting for 
help. Others were clinging to ropes 
which they had bitched or tied to the 
rafters, but the flames were burning 
the ropes away, while the men were 
standing and one by one they were 
falling into the lake. The tu^a cir- 
cled around the burning crib, picking 
VP men from the water, and mean- 
time playing heavy streams upom the 
flames. 

After an hour'B hard work, the 
flames were diminished enough so that 
the firemen could climb up the charred 
Steps and fight the fire from the in- 
terior. Then the horror of the calam- 
ity was first realized. Everything was 
a total wreck. While the firemen were 
pouring water on the flames there was 
a roaring furnace beneath which could 
not be reached. But the firemen 
clung to their places and (ought 
every Ineh of the way until the flro 
was un<l( r control. After two hoius 
of hard work five charred human bod- 
ies were found burned beyond reeoK- 
nitlon. Two were in the attitude of 
prayer. They must have been awak- 
ened by the fire but could not escape. 
They were caught like rats in a trap. 
° Cauas «f the Disaster. 

A few minutes before 3 a. m. a boil- 
er in the crib exploded with terrific 
force. One gang Of eight men was at 
work in the tunnel beneath the lake 
and two more gangs were asleep iu 
the crib at the time. As soon as the 
•xploilon occurred one of the gangs 
above the lake started down the ele- 
vator to get the gang underneath out, 
but while on the way down the power 
operating the elevator gave out and 
ihiey were cut off with their comrades. 

In a few minutes the remainder of 
the party in the crib discovered that 
their position was extremely critical. 
About 21 men and one woman were 
hemmed In by the burning crib, whli h 
was of wood, and was filled with In- 
flammable matadal. Too tonifled to 
drass, they were forced baek step by 
step to the water's edge by the ad 
vani ing Are. Smoke enveloped them, 
f^A vhelr only hope seemed the water 
.•(>:tba jla|(e. They were without boats 
and three miles from shore and had 
no hope of aid reaching them. Soon 
the flames forced them to the water, 
and gathering any piece of wreckage 
possible, Jumped into the lake. There 
was not even a ledge around the crib 
(or tiha IplperUed people to cling to, 
and they were floating near the burn- 
ing structure, screaming for help 
when the tug Sprankle reached the 
scene. The tug was In the harbor 
when the fire was first seen, and 
though It went at full speed to the 
burning atradtlufta .tha building had 
burned to the fratai^ Ural whan it 
reached there. 

Captain H. ThorM af, jglf^tpf J. R. 
Bpra&kla stated that ha iduiid the 
laka In tha irtelnlty of the flre swarm- 
ing with maa. They wera all naked 
and were swimming about In the 
water almost exhausted. He says that 
be saw at least one man throw up his 
hands In despair and sink into a 
Xat*ry grave. Captain Thome and 
Ma orcw rescued 18 o( tha man and 
htqufht them to Clavetand.

He said 
that the first intimation of anything 
wrong was the terrific e^i^plpalon which 
awakened him ud tl>* tnbars. "A 
fearful panic followed," ha aald, "and 
many of the men rushed from their 
beds and threw themselves into 
the lake. I ran from my bunk ana 
looked around and soon saw that the 
crib was doomed. Tha flre spread 
Ilka lightning and there waa hardly 
any use flghting It It soon got too 
warm tor me and I jumped- into the 
watar." _

It la relateu clrcumatantially that the 
AniilKamat'd knows It cannot win, 
that the United States Steel corpora- 
tion tears the loss ot both skilled men 
and orders to the independent mills 

and that they are close to terms which 
would be satisfactory to both. 



Pittsburg. Aug. 14. — Roth sidca 
made material gains In the great 
strike being waged agalnat tbe United 
States Stee\ corporation by the Amal- 
gamated association. The remaining 
force at the plant of th'- National 
tube works sit McKeesport joiu. d thf 
strikers and that great plant is now 
practically silent. The strikers also 
made some gains among the men at 
the lower union mill of the Carnegie 
company In Pittsburg, but there is a 
direet cjiillirt In the claims made by 
eitlu r siiii.' as to the exact comlition 
of that jilant. Tiie strikers say they 
will force it to close down, while the 
managers inaiat they have not been 
hurt and that the plant will be kept 
moving. The material pains of the 
manufafturers were at the Painters 
mill in this Hty and the Crescent mill 
of the American Tin Plate company. 

At the former a surprise was sprung 
on the strikers and two mills, one 
with a crew of old employes, who 
struck on tiist order, weie RoinK lie- 
fore it was known that any hiu Ii niovo 
was contemplated. It is said that an- 
other crew will be put on shortly and 
that the manatrers assert that many 
of their old men will come back. There 
was no ilisofder at the mill and it 
said that tli" old employes will not ilo 
pieki't duty for f(-ar of Ifi::;.; V't k- 
listed in the future. The American 
Tin Plate officials say they have halt 
the mills In the Crescent plant mov- 
ing As the result of the attempt by 
the Amt'riran Tin Plate company to 
start its Citseent works at Cleveland 
in 24 hours half the mills were put In 
Bucceasful operation, claim tbe offi- 
cials, manned largely by former work- 
men who have seceded from the 
Amalgamated aasoclatlon, stating 
their belief that tlie officers of the 
association had done wronf? in violat- 
ing their written asreement with tho 
company. The start at Cleveland hav- 
ing succeeded, the company will In a 
short time make a similar move else- 
where.
